No mere sketch of :in undertaking of 
sneh in:i!!iiilu(]p, and yet of so delicate a 
iiiili'iu-y character will suffice to do justice. 
1 must now. however, content myself witlia 
simple notice ol it, deferring a lull tlcscrip- 
lit.u lor my ollicial report of the campaign 
In-fore KichaKind—a labor which 1 propose 
lo undertake! as soon as events will arl'ord 
me 
I lip nece.ssary time. Justice to tlie 


achievement!- of the Army of Iko Potomac 
and Iho brave men whocoinposed it requires 
that the otlh;ial record of that campaign 
should be prepared with more care than 
circumstances have hitherto permitted me 
to bestow upon it. The delay will not have 
been felt as injurious to the public interest, 
inasmuch as by frequent reports from time 
to time 1 have kept the department advised 
of events as they occurred. 


I reached Acqnin creek with my staff on ' 


the 24th ot August, reported my arrival, j 
nnd asked for orders. On the 27th of 
August I received, from the General-m- 
Chipf, permission to proceed to Alexandria,! 
where 1 at once fixed my headquarters.— 
Tie ttoops composing the Army of the 
Potomac were meanwhile ordered forward 
to reinforce the army under General Pope. 
So complete was (his order carried out that 
on the 30lu of August 1 had remaining un- 
der my command only a camp guard of 
about one hundred men. 
Everything else 


had been sent to reinforce General Pope.— 
In addition, 1 exhausted all the means at 
my disposal to forward supplies to that offi- 
cer, my own headquarters' teams being 
used lor that purpose. 


UJKMJ the unfortunate issue of that cam- 


paign I received an intimation from the 
General-in-Chief that my services were de- 
sired for the purpose ot arranging for the 
defence of the capital. They were at once 
cheerfully given, although, while awaiting 
definite instructions at Alexandria, I had 
endeavored, as just seen, to promote a, favor- 
able result in tlie operations then pending, 
and had thus contributed, though indirect- 
ly, yet as far as I could, to the defence of 
Washington. On the 2d of September the 
formal order of the War Department placed 
me in command of the fortifications of 
Washington "and of all the troops for the 
defence of the capital." On the 1st of Sep- 
tember i had been instructed that I had 
nothing to dp with tlie troops engaged in 
active operations under General Pope, but 
that my command was limited to the im- 
mediate garrison of Washington. On the 
next day, however, I was verbally instructed 
by the President and the General-in-Chief 
to assume command of Gen. Pope's troops 
(including my own Army of the Potomac) 
as soon as they approached the vicinity of 
Washington, to go out and meet them, and 
to post them an I deemed best to repulse 
the enemy and insure the safety of the city. 


At this time the task imposed upon me 


was limited to the dispositions necessary to 
resist a direct attack of the enemy upon 
thu capital. Such, indeed, was the danger 
naturally indicated by the defeat of our 
forces in front. The various garrisons were 
at once strengthened and put in order, and 
the troops were disposed to cover all the 
approaches to the city, and so as to be 
readily thrown upon threatened points.— 
New defences were thrown up where deem- 
ed necessary. A lew Oays only had elapsed 
before a comparative security was felt with 


' -to our ability to leaist any attack 


upon the city. The disappearance of the 
enemy from the front of Washington, and 
their passage into Maryland, enlarged the 
sphere of operations, and m.ide an active 
campaign necessary to cover Baltimore, 
prevent the invasion of Pennsylvania and 
drive them out of Maryland. Beini; hon- 
ored with the charge of the campaign, I en- 
tered at once upon the additionaf duties 
imposed upon me with cheerfulness and 
trust, ye.t not without feolinj; the weight of 
the responsibilities, thus assumed, and being 
deeply impressed with the magnitude of 
the i.-.-ne.s involved. 


ITiivin;: made the necessary arrangements 


for tho (iefoncc of the city in the new con- 
dition of things, I pushed forward the. First 
and Ninth corps, under Gens. Ptcno and 
Hooker, forming the right winir, under 
General Burnside, to T>e..|.mnr, oil the Oth 
instant; thence the First, corps, by Jirook- 
ville, Cookesvilln and Itidgeville, to Fred- 
erick; and the Ninth corps, by T>una--cti.s,

nnd gain posses-ion of Kinnslioro" and 
Uolireisv'illi' before any relief could be af- 
forded lo Harper's Ferry. 


Un the morning of the 13th I icceived a 


verbal message horn Col. Mile-, command- 
in!! nt Harper's Ferry, inlorming me that 
on tbo preeedini; afternoon the Maryland 
Heights bad been abandoned, alter repell- 
ing an attack by tin! rebels, and that the 
whole force \vas concentrated at Harper's 
Ferry, the MaiylanJ, London nnd B.ilivar 
Height* being :.ll in possession of the ene- 
my. The messenger stated that thero was 
no apparent rea-on for the. ab.-uuloment of 
tbo Maryland Height-*, and that, though 
Colonel Miles asked for assistjinee, he said 
be could hold out certainly two days. 
I 


directed him to make his way back, if pos- 
sible, with the information that 1 was rapid- 
ly approaching, und would undoubtedly re- 
lieve the place. 
]'•>' three other couriers I 


sent the sums message, with the order to 
hold out to the last. 


I do not learn that any of these messen- 


gers succeeded in reaching Harper's Ferry. 
I slid-dtil licrestale that on the ]-lfi f was directed 
to assuniC cottijtntnff 
oj tlie garrtson at Jhrrjicr's 


Fern/, bul this onlrr rrnrhcd me after aU mm- 
nntnicatinn with the garrison was cut ot}'. 
Jlefore 


1 left Washington, and while it was yet 
time, I recommended to tbe proper au- 
thorities that the garrison of Harper's Fer- 
ry should be withdrawn, via ll.igerstown, to 
aid in covering the Cumberland valley, or 
that, taking up the. pontoon bridge and ob- 
structing tbe raihcmd bridge, it should fall 
back to the Maryland Heights, and there 
hold its own to the last. In this position 
it could have maintained itself for weeks. 
It tens not deemed proper (o adapt either of these 
myyestlons, und when the su/jjeet was left lo my 
discretion it was too late to do anything except lo 
try to relieve the garrison. 
'i directed artillery to be frequently fired 


by our advanced guards as a signal to the 
garrison thnt relief was at hand. This was 
done, and I learn that our firing was dis- 
tinctly beard at Harper's Ferry, and that 
they were thus made aware that we were 
approaching rapidly. 
It was confidently 


expected that this place could hold out 
until we had curried the mountains and 
were in a position to make a detachment 
for its relief. The left, therefore, was or- 
dered to move through Jefferson to the 
South Mountain, at Crampton's Pass, in 
front of Burkettsville, while the centre or 
right moved upon the main or Turner's 
Pass, in front of Middletown. During these 
movements J had not imposed long marches 
on the columns. The absolute necessity of 
refitting and giving some little rest to troops 
worn down by previous long continued 
marching and severe fighting, together 
with the uncertainty as to the actual posi- 
tion, strength andintentionsof the enemy, 
rendered it incumbent upon me to move 
slowly and cautiously until the headquar- 
ters reached Urbana, where I first obtained 
reliable information that the enemy's ob- 
ject was to move upon Harper's Ferry and 
tbe Cumberland valley, and not upon Bal- 
timore, Washington or Gettysburg. 


In the absence of the full reports of corps 


commanders, a simple outline of the bril- 
liant operations which resulted in the car- 
rying of the two passes through the South 
Moutain is all that can at this time, with 
justice to the troops and commanders en- 
gaged, be furnished. The South Mountain 
range, neur Turner's Pass, averages per- 
haps a thousand feet in height, and forms 
a strong natural military barrier. The 
practicable passes are not numerous, and are 
readily defensible, the gaps abounding in 
fine positions. Turner's Puss is the more 
prominent, being that by which the na- 
tional rend crosses the mountain. It was 
necessarily indicated as the route of ad- 
vance of our main army. 


The carrying of t/raiupton's Pass, five or 


six miles below, WHS also important to 


furnish the means of reaching the flank of 
the enemy, and having, as a lateral move- 
ment, direct relations to the attack on the 
principal pass, while it at the same time 
presented the most direct practicable route 
for the relief of» Harper's Ferry. 
Karly in 


the morning of September 14, Gen. Ploasan- 
ton, with a cavalry force, recomioiterod the 
position of the enc-mv, when he discovered 
them to occupy the crests of commanding 
hills in the gap on either side of the na^ 
tional ruad, and upon advantageous ground 
in the centre upon and near the road, with 
artillery bearing upnn the approaches to 
their position, whether that by the main 
road or those by the country roads, which 
led around up to tlie crest upon the risiht 
and left. 
At about cS o'clock, A. w., Cox's 


division of Tleno's corps, a portion of Burn- 
sirle's column, in co-opfration with the re- 
connoissance, which by this time had be- 
come an attack, moved up the mountain by 
the old Shurp.sburg road to the left of the 
main road, dividing as they advanced into 
two columns. Those columns (Scamnion's 
and Cook's brigades) handsomely carried 
the enemy's po.-iition on the crest iti their 
front, which gave us possession of an im- 
portant point for further operations. Fresh 
bodies of the enemy now appearing, Cox's

carrying of Cnimpton's Pass by

was executed rapidly and 
deci- I 


sively.—Slocum's division was formed upon j 
the right of the road leading thro' the right I 
of the gap, Smith's upon the left.

lormed of Bartlets's and Torbilt's brigades, I 
supported by Newton, whose activity was 
conspicuous (all of Slocum's division) ad- 
vanced steadily upon the enemy at a charge 
on the right. The enemy were driven from 
their position at the base of the mountain 
where they were protected by a stone wall, 
and steadily forced back up the mountain 
until they reached the position of their bat- 
tery near the road, well up the mountain. 
Here they made a stand. They were, how- 
ever, driven back, retiring their artillery in 
eclieton until, after an action of three hours, 
the crest was gained, and the enemy hasti- 
ly fled down the mountain on the other 
side.' On the left of the road Brooks' and 
Jrvins' brigades, of Smith's division, form- 
ed for the protection of Slocum's flank, 
charged up ihe mountain in the same stea- 
dy manner, driving the enemy before them 
until the crest was carried. 
The loss in 


Franklin's corps was one hundred and 
fif- 


teen killed, four hundred and sixteen 
wounded and two missing. The enemy's 
loss was about the same. One piece of ar- 
tillery and four colors wore captured, and 
knapsacks and even haversacks, were aban- 
doned as the enemy were driven up the hill. 


<Jn the morning of the loth I was in- 


formed by Union civilians living on the 
side of the mountains that the enemy were 
retreating in thegreatest haste and in disor- 
dered masses to the river. There was such 
a concurrence of testimony on this point 
that there seemed no doubt as to the fact. 
The hasty retreat of the enemy's forces 
from the mountain, and the withdrawal of 
the remaining troops from between Boons- 
boro and Hagerstown to a position where 
they could resist attack and cover the 
Sheperdstowu ford, and receive the rein- 
forcements expected from Harper's Ferry, 
were for a time interpreted as evidence of 
the enemy's disorganization and demorali- 
zation. 


As soon as it was definitely known that 


the enemy had abandoned the mountains, 
the cavalry and the corps of Sumner.Hooker 
and Mansfield were ordered to pursue them, 
via tbe turnpike and lioousboro, as prompt- 


ly as possible. The corps of Burnside and 
Porter (the latter having but one weak di- 
vision present) were ordered to move by 
the Sharpsburg road, and Franklin to ad- 
vance into Pleasant valley, occupy Rohrcrs- 
ville and to endeavor to relieve Harper's 
Ferry. 
Burnside and Porter, upon reach- 


ing the road from Boonsboro to Rohrers- 
ville, were to reinforce Franklin or to move 
on Sharpsburg, according to circumstances. 
Franklin moved towards Brownsville, and 
found there a forco largely superior to his 
own, drawn up in a strong position to re- 
ceive him. 
Here the total cessation of fir- 


ing in the direction of Harper's Ferry in- 
dicated but too clearly the shameful and 
premature surrender of the post,. 


The cavalry advance overtook a. body of 


the cnmy's cavalry at Boonsboro,' which it 
dispersed, after a brief skirmish, killing 
and wounding many, taking some two 
hundred and fifty prisoners and two guns. 


Rienatdson'b division of Sumner's corps, 


passing Boonsboro' to Kedysville, found a 
few miles beyond the town the enemy's 
forces displayed in line of battle, strong 
both in respect to numbers and position, 
and awaiting att'.'.ck. Upon receiving re- 
ports of the disposition of the enemy, I di- 
rected all tho corp-i, except Franklin's, up- 
on Sharpsburg, leaving Franklin to observe 
and check the enemy in his front, and 
avail himself of any chance that might of- 
fer. 
I had hoped to come up with tho en- 


emy during the 15th, in sufficient force to 
beat them again nnd drive them into tho 
river. My instructions were that if tho en- 
emy were not on the march they were to 
bo at once attacked ; if they were found in 
force and position Uie corps was to bo pla- 
ced in position for attack ; but no attack 
was to bo mudc until f reached the front. 


On arriving at the front in the afternoon, 


1 found but two divisions (Hiclmrdson's 
andSyko.s,) in position.

After n. rapid examination of the position I 
found that it was too late to attack that 
day, and nt once directed locations to be 
selected for our batteries of position,and in- 
dicated the bivouacs for the different corps, 
massing them near and on both sides of the. 

The corps were not all 
in their places until the morning, some 
time alter sunrise. 


t i n the 10th the enemy had slightly

J. Miller's farm, tins distance at this 
point between the, road and the Potomac, 
which makes here a great bend to the east, 
being about three-fourths of a Jttila. Their 
right rested on the lulls to the. right of 
Sharpbburg, near Snavely'n firm, covering 
the crossing of the Antietam and thu ajv 
proaches to tho town from tho southeast.

Hills intervene whose crests in general are

In proceeding toa narrative of the events 


: of this and the succeeding day, t must here 


I repeat what I have observed in reporting 


upon the other subjects of this communica- 
tion, that I attempt in this preliminary re- 
port nothing more than a sketch of tho j 
main features of this great engagement, re- I 
serving for my oflicial report, based upon 
the reports of the corps commanders, that 
full description of details which shall place 
upon record the achievements of individu- 
als and particular bodies of troops. 
The 


design was to make Iho attack upon the 
enemy's left—at least to create a diversion 
in favor of the main attack, with the hope 
of something more—-by assailing the ene- 
my's right, and, as soon a.s one or both of 
tho flank movements were fully successful, 
lo attack their centre with any reserve I 
miirlit then have on hand. 


The morning of the 10th (during which 


(bore WHS considerable artillery firing) was 
spent in obtaining information as to tho 
ground, rectifying the position of the troops, 
and perfecting the arrangements for the 
attack. 


On the afternoon of tiie Ifitli Hooker's 


corps, consisting ofllickett's and Double- 
day's divisions, and the PennsylvanialKe- 
.serves, under Meade, was sent across ihe 
Anlietam creek by a ford and bridge to the 
right of Kedysville, with orders to attack 
nnd, if possible, turn tho enemy's left.— 
Mansfield, with his corps, was sent in the 
evening to support Hooker. Arrived in 
position, Meado's division of tho Pennsyl- 
vania Reserves, which was nt the head of 
Hooker's corps, became engaged in a sharp 
contest with the enemy, which lasted until 
after dark, when it had succeeded in driv- 
ing in a portion of the opposing line, and 
held the ground. 


At daylight the contest was renewed be- 


tween Hooker and the enemy in his front. 
Hooker's attack was successful for a time, 
but masucs of the enemy, thrown upon his 
corps, checked it. 
Mansfield brought up 


his corps and drove the enemy back—the j 
gallant and distinguished veteran Mansfield 
losing bis lifo in the effort. 
General liook- 


cr was, unhappily, about this time, wound- 
ed, and compelled to leave the field, where 
•his services had been conspicuous and im- 
portant. About an hour after this time 
Sumner's corps, consisting of Sedgwick's, 
Richardson's and French's divisions, arriv- 
ed on the h'eld—Richardson some timeafter 
the other two, as he was unable to start as 
soon as them. Sedgwick, on the right, pen- 
etrated the woods in front of Hooker's and 
Mansfield's troops. 


French and Richardson were placed to 


the left of Sedgwick, thus attacking t!io 
enemy towards their left centre. Craw- 
ford's and Sedivick's lines, however, yield- 
ed to a destructive fire of masses of the ene- 
my in the woods, and suil'uring greatly, 
(Generals Sedgwick and Crawford being 
among the wounded,) the troops fell back 
in disorder. They nevertheless rallied in 
the woods. 
The enemy's advance was, 


however, entirely checked by the destruc- 
tive fire of our artillery. Franklin, who 
had been directed the day before to join 
the main army with two divisions, arrived 
on the field from Brownsville abotitan hour I 
after, and Smith's division replaced Sedg- J 
wick'a and Crawford's line. 
Advancing' 


steadily, it swept over Ihe ground just lost, 
but now permanently retaken. The divi-, 
sions of French and Richardson maintained • 
with considerable loss the ex posed positions 
which they had so gallantly gained, among 


the wounded being General Richardson. 


The condition of things on the right to- 


wards the middle of the afternoon, not- 
withstanding the success wrested from the 
enemy by the stubborn bravery of the 
troops, wasat this time unpromising.

ner's, Hooker's and Mansfield's corps had 
lost heavily, several general officers having 
been carried from the field. I was at one 
time compelled to draw two brigades from 
Porter's corps, (the reserve) to strengthen 
the right. This left for the reserve the 
small division of regulars who had been en- 
gaged in supporting during the day the bat- 


enemy's loss is hollered, from Uw 
sources of information, to be nearly t 
thousand. Their dead were montly l«f< on 
tho field, ond a large number of wounded 
were left behind. 


While it gives me ploamira to speak of 


the gallantry and devotion the officers w4 
men generally displayed through this eon* 
flict, I feel it necessary to mention thai 
some of tho officers and men skulked from 
their places until the battle was over.— 
Death on the spot must licreefter be tb« 
fato of nil such cowards, and the hands of 
the military commander* must be strength- 
ened with nil the power of the Government 
to inflict it summarily. 
The easy and din- 


graceful surrender of Harper's "Ferry de- 
prived lily operations of results which 
would have formed a brilliant seqmU fo 
the substantial and gratifying success al- 
ready related. 


Had the garrison held out 24 hours long- 


er, I should, in all probability, have captu. 
red that part of the cnemy's'force cngHged 
in the attack on Maryland HeiffuB; while 
the whole garrison—some 12,0(K> strong— 
could havebcen drawn to reinforce mo on the 
day of the decisive battle.

questions : morning brought with it grave 
responsibilities. 
To renew the attack again 


on the 18th, or defer it, with the chance of 
the enemy's retirement after a day of sus- 
pense, were the questions before me. A 
careful and anxious survey of the condition 
of my command, and my knowledge of the 
enemy's force and position, tailed lo impress 
me with any reasonable certainty of success 
if I renewed the attack without reinforcing 
columns. , A view of the shattered state of 
some of the corps sufliced to deter me from 
pressing them into immediate action, and 
1 felt that my duty to the army and the 
country forbade the risk* involved in a 
hasty movement, which might, result in the 
loss of what had been gained the previous 
day. 
Impelled by this consideration, I 


awaited the arrival of my reinforcements, 
taking advantage of the occasion to collect 
together the dispersed, give rest to the fa- 
tigued, and remove the wounded. Of the 
reinforcements, Couch's division, although 
marching with commendable rapidity, wxs 
not in position until a late hour in the 
morning ; and Humphrey'H division of new 
troops, fatigued with forced marches, were 
not available until near its close. Largo 
reinforcements from Pennsylvania, which 
were expected during the day, did not ar- 
rive at all.
